Stridharan et al disclose enclosure for and/or enclosure 
containing a ballast circuit substantially rectangular in shape 
and is subdivided into sections such as transformers and printed 
circuit, etc. Stridharan et al disclose all the subject matter 
claimed except for the material used to make the transformer core 
and ballast wall, material such as n f erro-magnetic n or "steel", 
which is just the matter of design consideration to use such 
different material for construction. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Nilssen discloses an rectangular electronic ballast unit 
with sensor and circuit. 
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Cook et al disclose an inductor such as a fluorescent lamp 
choke sheet metal casing consisting of two parts.
